By eight o’clock the clouds 
began to look pretty ominous, 
so it was decided that the 
scouts should carry the wood 
down into one of the gravel 
pits. In less than half an hour 
wicked streaks of lightning 
flashed across our vision and 
warning peals of thunder reach 
ed our ears.

The fire was quickly kindled 
and weiners were soo n sizzeling* 
civer the hot blaze.

I certainly admired the Bee 
Iliveg and scouts, the older ones 
helped the smaller childre n to 
shelter and comforted those 
that were frightened- 

We finished eating our wein¬ 
ers and peanuts in the club 
house in the dark. 

When the storm first started 
several cars left town and came 
out to take us home, and thanks 
to them, only a few of us got 
wet, and we dried out over the 
camp fire between lulls in the 
storm. 

The last of us left the fire 
around nine o’clock and started 
for home In Sam's buggy, which 
was much better than having 
to walk- At the foot of the hill 
TTamp Withcck met us with the 
factory bur. I was never more 
glad to see a car i n alj my life 
The hunch he took home want 
to thank him here, and also ihc 
ones who were responsible for 
sending him out to us. It saved 
us from getting another g < h\ 
soaking.

Recalizing that 
thero arc good and sufficient 
re asons on liotli sides to make 
a splendid argument, those spoil 
soring tin* move decided to com 
oroniise and let the engineering 
depai tnient of the Government 
ionto the road without any local 
presure whatsoever, and* then 
lunu: that everyone would be sat¬ 
isfied-

WEEKLY LETTER 


CRESTED WHEAT AS 

A LAWN GRASS 

A fresh, green looking crested 
wheat grass lawn at the dist¬ 
rict Experiment Sub-Station, 
when all native vegetation was 
still quite brown, ha s prompted 
your weekly letter writer to 
quote the following from Pam¬ 
phlet 157 N.S., I)om. Dept, of 
Agriculture. 

“Crested wheat grass was 
tested for the first time as a 
turf grass in 1930 at the Univ 
ersity of Saskatchewan. Its use 
for this purpose was suggested 
by the fact that a satisfactory 
grass fo r farm lawns was not 
available to the farmer living in 
the drier sections of the Prair¬ 
ie Provinces Crested wheat 
grass seemed to offer possibilit 
ies for this purpose because of 
its great drought resistance, ab¬ 
ility to control weeds, and toler¬ 
ance of close clipping. Further 
encouragement was given to 
try the experiment by having a 
strain with fine leafy steins and 
practically free from the tufted 
habit of growth. This orinigal 
lawn has been close clipped with 
a lawn mower during four suc- 
cesilve seasons- At time of writ 
ing the stand is as good as ever 


with no evidence of thinning. 
Weeds have never been able to 
invade the lawn and it has 
always presented a !} attractive 
appearance except in hot dry 
weather It is th e first patch of 
green t<> appear in the spring 
and the last to disapear in the 
fa 1 !. The lawn has never been 
wair re.I even in the driest per¬ 
iods. 

Since the first lawn was cat 
aldished a considerable number 
of experimental lawns have 
been laid down. Tests have been 
made on the effect of seeding 
at different times throughout 
the season and on cutting at 
different stages of growth. 
Early spring and fall seeding 
have bee n best. Stage of clipp¬ 
ing seems to make very little 
difference. The grass wil| toler¬ 
ate do. i' clipping or less frequ 
ent cuttings may br made with 
out materially affecting the 
lawn. The seed should he broad 
cast civenly on a very well prep 
a red seed bed and plenty of seed 
should l)o used. Best results 
have been obtained by sowing 
1 pound of seed per square rod. 

The grass has al o been tested 
on city and farm lawns, and i< 
has i ever failed to give satisfact 
ion. It i s not recommended, how 
ever, for locations which receive 
sufficient precipitation to grow 
Kentucky blue grass or Chew¬ 


ing’s fescue or for city lawns 
where artificial watering is poss 
iWe. Thi s is not to say that 
crested wheat grass does not 
respond to watering As a matt 
er of fact it has given very good 
satisfaction on city lawns which 
have been watered regularly. 
But under such conditions there 
are other grasses which will 
produce a finer turf and more 
pleasing appearance Crested 
wheat grass, on the other hand 
will stand more rough usag-; 
and neglect. 


It is on th e farm s in the chi- 
icr sections of the country, how 
ever, that crested wheat grass 
is most valuable as a law n grass 
because it has no competitor 
and because it will stand hard 
treatment and endure long per¬ 
iods of drought without injury. 
These characteristics make it 
suitable als 0 for use on golf 
course fairways, rural school 
grounds, and town boulevards 
where watering is not feasible. 

It must not be expected that 
crested wheat grass will present 
the fin e appearance and finish 
of a well-watered Kentucky blue 
grass or Chewing’s Fescue lawn 
During hot dry weather it will 
turn brown and cease to grow, 
With the return of moisture, 
however, it will .very quickly be 
come green again. The appear¬ 
ance in spring and fall Months 
is very pleasing and it has 
never bee n known to suffer in¬ 
jury from drought Or winter 
temperatures. 



Crested wheat grass is being 
tested also in Eastern Canada 
as a turf grasn but preliminary 
experiments have not been prom 
isiiig. It seems to be particular¬ 
ly adapted to the drier sections 
of the western plains area just 
as blue grass is highly adapted 
to Ontario and Quebec and bent 
grasses to the Maritime Prov¬
